ARCHITECTURAL DESCRIPTION See continuation sheet. 

Describe architectural features. Evaluate the characteristics of this building in terms of other buildings 
within the community. 

This 1 1/2-story, 2x2 bay, rectangular, turn of the century property is 
typical of those built in Eastham in this period and its remarkable for its 
lack of alteration and retention of original fabric. The one alteration 
appears to be the possible addition of the enclosed entry with extended stoop 
on the north elevation. The facade is dominated by a full-width, hip-roofed 
porch supported by cap-molded, square posts mounted on an enclosed rail. 
Detail is limited to end boards and a boxed, molded cornice and a narrow, 
plain frieze. Fenestration consists of 6/1, double-hung sash, often paired 
(ie. on the first level of the facade and south elevation and in the facade 
shed dormer) with drip-molded trim. Both front (west) and rear (east) slopes 
of the gable roof are broken by shed dormers. The main entry, located in the 
northern bay, is comprised of a wooden cottage door of 8 lights above 
elongated, rectangular panels. 



Discuss the history of the building. Explain its associations with local (or state) history. Include uses 
of the building and the role(s) the owners/occupants played within the community. 

No research, data or house file exists for this property at the Eastham 
Historical Society Archives. The construction date of assigned to the 
property is base on its form and style. Bungalows are typical among the minor 
amount of new construction that occurred in Eastham in the early twentieth- 
century. Because the only Directory for the Town of Eastham dates to 1901, no 
identification of the original or subsequent owners was possible using 
available, local records. Deed research will be necessary to obtain more 
information on the property.
